Conferences have been lately held between the Senators 
of the Kingdom and Baron Keyferling, the Czarina’s 
Minifter, but were broke off fome Days ago. without 
any final Refolution being taken. Thofe Conferences 
are to be renewed fome Days before the Meeting of the 
General Dyet: In the mean time, Baron Keyferling 
expeéis new Infiruétions from the Court of Ruflia. 
Here arrive from time to time fuch Polifh Lords who 
had not acknowledged King Auguftus : Hardly any 
Perfons of €onfequence remain to come in, but the 
fore-mentioned Great Treafurer of the Crown, and the 
Staroft Jafielski, who was Marfhal of the Confedera- 
tion of Diskow.
